Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Whipped Cream (Panna Montata) 

is Not Approved. 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The slick contains images of full-body male and female nudity and explicit scenes of sexual 
activity. The sexual activity includes fellatio, anal and vaginal intercourse, and the simultaneous 
penetration of the anus and vagina with penises. The impact of the images is high given that the 
images feature genitals and given the high number of images featuring a woman and several male 
sexual participants. Some of these high impact images show women in close-up. The women are 
either engaged in sexual activity such as fellatio, or upended, with their anus being spat on by a 
man for the purpose of lubrication prior to anal intercourse. These images give the slick a 
significant degrading and dehumanising tone as women are reduced to body parts for the purpose 
of male sexual gratification. The images are only balanced to a limited extent by the full-body 
representations, the absence of any visible sign of coercion, and the fact that some of the scenes 
are staged for effect. These mitigating factors do not significantly reduce the impact of the slick. 

Given the strong degrading, and dehumanising imagery, the Classification Office is of the opinion 
that the public display of this video slick is likely to be injurious to the public good and therefore 
objectionable if submitted for classification pursuant to si 3 of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been considered in classifying the slick. The 
Classification Office is of the opinion that the classification of the slick as objectionable is a 
justifiable limit on the freedom of expression that is prescribed by law given the degrading and 
dehumanising manner in which women are presented. The Classification Office believes that 
there is a demonstrable link between the objective of preventing injury to the public good by 
eliminating such images of women and the availability of this slick.
